Before coming to India I had heard 
of the zeal and devoted work of India's

She has given up her 
private.ease.and gone. to work for India, 
RIGHT TO PROBLEM 

As soon as you see Amrit Kaur you 
feel her earnestness. She gets right to 
her problem. Al! talk to her is shop 
talk. She cannot abide a wasted moment 
in her search for beds, doctors, nurses, 
medicines. 

Amrit Kaur begs for western help. 
Help of any kind. But in the meantime 
she is doing what she can. And she is 
a power in the land.
